isnn, and Monroe, examples of a high and' hon 
orable ambition which is worthy ol imitation.— 
These eminent men when named For the office o 
President, reposing on what they had done an( 
what their known capacities enabled them to do 
in the highest public fiuits, neither took nor 
seemed to take any agency in their own advance- 
ment. 


"For many years I have been deeply impressed 


with the injustice, the corrupting and ruinous ef- 
fects of political partizanship. 
Us introduction 


into the Federal Government, has well nigh ru- 
ined our beloved country. 
Before this bane had 


perverted our moral sense, our love of country, 
and, so Far as politics are concerned, almost ev- 
ery noble feeling ot the heart, we were happy ,ag 
a people, in the enjoyment of great and uninter- 
rupted prosperity. 
And whatever may be said 


to the contrary, this ternble evil lies at the foun- 
dation of all our embarrassments. 
It has been 


mainly instrumental in the commercial revulsions 
we have witnessed, and it has prostrated our po- 
litical morality. Our pecuniary losses, within a 
few past years, are almost beypid^the power of 
comparison ; but those are «fcarcelyx worthy of 
consideration in comparison with thex]oss,it may 
be the irreparable loss, of moral force in our in- 
stitutions. The man must be blind to the admo- 
nitions of history who supposes that a free gov- 
ernment can be long sustained, which addresses 
itselF, with all its influence, to the baser passions 
ofour nature. 
Such a course leads to a widely 


diffused corruption and consequent ruin. In my 
judgment, nothing can rescue our 
Government 


from this the common fate of Republics, but a 
change in its political action. This action must 
be elevated. 
It must reach and rouse the moral 


tone of the nation. 
Instead of administenng to 


the prostituted appetites oF demagogues, it must 
rest on a virtuous and enlightened public opin- 
ion. 
It must gather strength by its acts — moral 


strength. Its aim should be the general good. 
The chief of the Government in making appoint- 
ments should carry out the principles of the vir- 
tuous Monroe, who, on a certain person being 
recommended to him for an office, as a personal 
friend, with good qualifications, remarked with 
earnestness," No man can feel more grateful than 
1 do for personal kindness, but in making this 
appointment I have a high public duty to per- 
form, and 1 must look to the public interest." 
" A departuie from these principles drove me, 


reluctantly, from political life; and in all sincer- 
ity f assure you that there is no political office, 
not even the Presidency, which could tempt me 
again into politics, on principles opposed to those 
which I approve and on which 1 endeavor to 
act.
